i Monday, she found that Her 
name is in FBI files because 
of a check for St which 
i she sent to a front organize- 
J lion of the United Klans of 
America. 

j She said the check was for a 
i pamphlet opposing sex educa- 
tion in the public schools. 
There was no mention of the 
Klan in the name of die orga- 
nization or in the advertise- 
j ment for the pamphlet, Mrs. 
j Link said. . 

, The FBf investigated the 
j Links in response to a conimu- 
I mention from Atlanta that the 
J SI check had been drawn. The 
! document dated Dec. lo, 1970, 
includes a credit check, police 
check, information on voter 
registration, occupation, and 
1 physical descriptions of Mr. & 

! Mrs. Link. " 

According to the FBI 
document, stolen from the 
FBI's Media office by the Citi- 
| zensS* Commission to Jnvesti- 
i gate the FBI, the check was 
turned over to Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard of the United 
Klans of America. 

After investigating the pam- 
phlet, which included adver- 
tising for othre Klan publica- 
tions, Mrs. Link said, *‘I de- 
| cided 1 didn’t want to have 
j anything to do with it.” 

Mrs. Link has opposed sex 
education in Haverford Town- 
ship schools for the iast 
two years, and she said the 
pamphlet was one of many fur 
which she has sent in an effort 
to accumulate information on 
i the subject. 

; “It was all done in perfectly 
sweet innocence.” she said.
